Ordinance

_— for the county authorities to 
re such dances for misconduct, was 





adopted by the Board of Supervisors 


f yesterday and 30 days hence will 


take effect. 

By making it compulsory for any 
person who conducts a 
money, except lodges, to secure a 
license to operate such dance, the 
Board of Supervisors are able to as- 
sume control of the dance and re- 
quire the proprietor to comply with 
certain provisions regarding the cn- 
duct of the place. The license fee 
for dances will be $8 a quarter 

Proprietor Responsible 

Burden of preventing gambling and 
drinking is placed on the proprietor 
of the dance. 

The ordinances provides that the 
license may be revoked by the fol 
lowing procedure: 

On petition of five or more citi 
zens setting forth that “such public 
dance hall or place is being conduct 
ed in a manner disgraceful, or dis 
turbing to the peace and quiet of the 
neighborhood.” 

On petition of a majority of the 
registered voters residing in the .vot 
ing precinct in which the dance is 
located setting forth that the dance 
‘is obnoxious to the 
community in which the same is sit

THE DISCOUNT ON 
SECRETARY MELLON 

How much shall the nation—and 
Congress—write off the face value 
of Secretary of the Treasury Andrew 
Mellon’s expert opinion of the 
Adjusted Compensation Bil!? 

It is an ironical paradox that the 
principal enemy of the Adjusted 
Compensation Bill is Andrew Mellon 
of Pittsburgh, one of the mightiest 
industrial monarchs of America. 

It is another ironical paradox that 
Mr. Mellon, sitting in the chair of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, should 
be giving expert testimony to Con- 
gress on a question in which he has 
an overwhelming personal and pri- 
vate interest. 

Mr. Mellon’s fortune is estimated 
at from $300,000,000 to $500,000,000. 
He has been repeatedly referred to 


as the second wealthiest man in 
America—the runner-up for Rocke- 
feller—or as the third wealthiest. 


He may not rightfully hold either. 
title, but beyond doubt he possesses 
an immense fortune. And it is true 


that this fortune ‘was greatly in- 
creased during the war. 
Mr. Mellon's industrial interests 


are so vast that it is difficult even 
to approximate them. At the time 
he became Secretary of the Treasury 
he was listed as an officer or di- 
rector of seventy banks, insurance 
companies and industrial corpora- 
tions having aggregate resources of 
$1,613,674,414. The banks and in- 
surance companies alone in which 
he was interested had resources of 
$860,193,541, and the combined assets 
of his other corporations reached the 
total of $753,480,923. His connections 
with these seventy institutions and 
corporations were matters of record. 
But Mr. Mellon’s holdings in sev- 
enty organizations are not the full 
measure of his financial interests, 
Those who have studied his success- 
ful, wide-ranging career declare that 
he is. directly. interested in- corpora- 


| EXCELLENT PROSPECTS 
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1914 aluminum was selling at 18 
cents a pound. The price went to 37 
cents in 1917 and was 33 cents in 
1918. The production, which in 
1910 had been only 12,000,000 pounds 
jumped to 90,000,000 pounds in 1914. 
In 1913 the aluminum producers re- 
ceived $13,000,000 for their products, 
in 1918, $74,000,000. 

As the foremost industrial leader 
of Pittsburgh, Mr. Mellon was one 
of the principal beneficiaries of the 
prosperity war contracts brought to 
the Allegheny valiey. The Standard 
Stel Car Co., a Mellon enterprise, 
alone was awarded contracts totalling 
more than $109,000,000. 

These instances are cited only 
because they are typical. As with 
aluminum and steel, so also with 
oil and glass and coal. Every in- 
dustrial corporation in which Mr. 
Mellon exercised control participated 
in the golden prosperity which the 
war brought to Pittsburgh. 

The official government records 
show that the wartime activities of 
the Standard Steel Car Company 
brought that concern directly under 
the eyes of an investigating commit- 
tee appointed by Congress. That 
committee devoted several pages of 
a report to testimony concerning the 
Mellon enterprises. Representative 
Jeffers of Alabama, only a few weeks 
ago, in the debate immediately pre- 
ceding the passage of the Adjusted 
Compensation Bill Declared: 

“Testimony before the Grahame in- 
vestigating committee shows that the 
Standard Steel Car Company, owned 
by the Mellon affiliated interests, 
was proved to be the worst type of 
grafters who robbed the Govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Mellon has become a national 
figure in the United States in much 
the same manner as Hugo Stinnes 
has emerged from pre-war obscurity 
to post-war fame in Germany. There 
are many points of resemblance be- 
tween the financial genius of Amer- 
ica and the financial genius of Ger- 
many. It should be remembered, 
however, that Mr. Mellon Had a fly- 
ing start on the road to wealth even 
before the war, whereas Stinnes 
found in the war the very basis of 
his huge accumulation of money. 
Both, however, carried on their war- 
time operations without attracting 
undue attention from their country. 
men. Both dislike publicity. Both 
remain enigmatic figures. Both typi- 
fy the man whose development has 
proceeded in one single channel of 
human endeavor—making money. 

With all the facts that have been 
given heretofore, it may be acknowl- 
edged that Mr. Mellon’s personal in- 
tegrity, his business honesty, as these 
are reckoned, are unassailable. Cer- 
tainly in his record, so far as it is 
open, there is nothing to show that 
Mr. Mellon avffers greatly from other 
masters of finance. It would be 
gross exaggeration to depict Mr. Mel- 
lon as a malevolent figure. On the 
contrary it must be admitted that he 
is probably thoroughly conscientious 
according to his standards and is un- 
usually sincere. Undoubtedly Mr. Mel- 
lon thinks of himself as the Richard 
Coeur de Lion of the Treasury, the 
courageous protector of the financial 
Holy Citadel, the leader of a crusade 
to save the Treasury from the im- 


pee hands of the avaricious,

Certainly, 
records fall short in revelation when 
an enormously wealthy man may be 
listed directly as a controlling factor 
in one huge corporation and. yet be 
a still greater power in a_ whole 
zroup of subsidiary concerns with 
which his name is not associated. 
The 1921 records show—and these 
are amplified by common knowledge 
among financial. experts—-that Mr. 
Mellon is the dominant personality 
of the American aluminum industry 
—an industry that has made profits 
in recent years which may, without

exaggeration, be termed _  fabnious. 
They show that he is a leader in 
the oil business and a. dictator in 


steel, glass and coal. 

The Aluminum Company of Amier- 
ica is owned almost entirely by the 
Mellon brothers, twé brothers of the! 
Secretary of the Treasiiry having {n- 
terests significant as compared with 


his own. With the Gulf Oil Co.,} 
likewise, it was Mr. Mellon who ex-| 
ercised most powerful control.’ In| 


steel Mr. Mellon was mainly respon- 
sible for the founding and upbuild- 
ing of Donora as the location of the 
great steel mills he established. He 
was head of, or a director in, four 
Pittsburgh banks. 

A mere reading of the names of 
the corporations in which he is in- 
terested, the enumeration of the war 
materiais which these concerns made 
for the Government, is conclusive 


evidence that Mr. Mellon profited 
heavily during the war. Inevitably

In spite of the iow temperatures Of 
the last half of March and the unusual 
spring séason, féports indicate that general 


conditions are indicative of good crops 
in practically all branches of farming, 
especially fruit.

Pastures have improved more rapidly 
during the past two weeks than during the 
preceding two weeks.

to a much later date than usual. The 
condition of pasture at this season of the 
year is an index of the livestock con- 
dition and, as indicated by the improve- 
ment of pasture, livestock is showing 2 
steady gain. 

The lambing season is practically over 
with losses lighter than expected under 
the rather unfavorable conditions prevail- 
ing during lambing period. Losses are 
reported to be greatest in the mountain 
sections and the Sacramento Valley, with 
reports varying from light to very heavy 
i: the San Joaquin Valley. No heavy 
losses are reported in Southern California. 
The condition of lambs is reported good 
iv all sections of the state. A few lambs

rm now ready for market ii Ganten 
Costa County and Tulare will have some 
ready for market within 10 days. 

Wheat and Barley are showing 
factory improvement, except in a few of 
the Coast counties where grains are turn- 
ing yellow due to unfavorable conditions.
